Kearearge, between her big 13 inch 
guns, will be fixed a large bronze bas 
relief, the tribute of the people of New 
Hampshire at once to the old Kearsarge, 
to its inspiriting hibtory, to the new 
fighting Titan, and to the Alabama, 
from whose destruction the old Kear- 
sarge won her glory. It is the work of 
Bela W. Pratt, of Boston, whose sculp 
tare in the congressional library at 
Washington, in the Yale university and 
elsewhere has attracted attention. 


On that bronze tablet two magnifi- 


cient female figures, as like as twins, 
one with just a touch of disorder in her 
wind blown hair, both with the wide, 
collar and the Sowing tie of the sailor, 
and with bared arms that speak of re 
cent eervice at the guns, clasp hands 
under the overshadowing spread of the 
wings of America's national bird. The 
female figures are emblems of the noith 
and the south.

_To appreciate fully the thought and 


meaning of this double gift it is neces- 
sary to look back almost two-score years 
;o that suony Sunday morning in 
June, 1861, which saw oue of the great- 
est sea lights in history. The Confed- 
irate cruiser Alabama was in the har- 
aor of Cherbourg, France, a Mediterra- 
nean port. It had done much damage 
to federal shipping, and the federal 
cruiser Kearsarge. built of New Hamp- 
shire oak, in New Hampshire's only 
seaport, named after a New Hampshire 
mountain and manned by a New Hamp- 
shire crew, was looking for her. 


Tbe Kearsarge located the Alabama 


in Cherbourg harbor. Neutrality laws 
forbade a fight in tho harbor, and a reg 
ular challenge passed between the cap- 
tains of the Kearsarge and the Alabama 
for a meeting on the high seas. A day 
was eet for the combat, and both ships 
prepared for the duel. 


Special trains were run from Mar 


seilles and the country surrounding 
Cherbourg, and private yachts and ship- i 
ping of all kinds carried spectators out 
fo see the fight, while the shores were 
black with people. 


A league from the shore on the high 


sea the battle was fought. The Alabama 
was sunk and her crew were carried off 
in a yacht. This is the history, 


In 1896 when the old Kearsarge was 


wrecked, Secretary of the Navy Her- 
bert, of Alabama, proposed to congress 
that the newest of the battleships then 
authorized receive tho name Kearsarge. 
Congress approved this, and provided 
also for naming another battleship, then 
authorized, the Alabama. 


The thought of New Hampshire for 


both the battleships that snccead to the 
historic names is anotuer of those indi- 
cations which recently have trod on one 
another's heels, so fust they came, that 
memories, tender, uot bitter, which none 
would erase, are t»ll that remain of 
America's bloody midceutury struggle.

der. 


"I replied that I would gladly meet the 


commandant general the next morning, 
but that I was not prepared to discuss 
any terms, a« the surrender of the town 
must be unconditional. I asked for a re- 
ply by daylight, as I had ordered the 
troops to march on the town as soon as it 
was light. 


'•In his r<;ply Botha told me that he had 


decided not to defend Pretoria and that 
he trusted the women, children and prop- 
erty would be protected. At 1 a. in. to- 
day, while on the line of march, I was 
met by three of the principal officials 
with a flag of truce, stating their wish to 
surrender the town. 


"It waa arranged that Pretoria should 


be taken possession of by her majesty's 
troops at 2 o'clock this afternoon.

"Mrs. Botha and Mrs. Krugor are both 


in Pretoria. Some few of the British 
prisoners have been taken away, but the 
majority fire still at AVnterval.

Imaglae a gold mine. Yon may Mleot 


many climates— Siberia or Africa, Klon- 
dike or Australia, California or India. 
Situate yonr mine where you will So long 
•« it be a gold mine the procedure of a»- 
•ayingis the came all the wide world over. 
Select a mass of ore weighing, perhaps, 50 
pounds, and smash it up. Do not expect 
to st* any gold in it because the precious 
metal is probably so thinly and uniformly 
scattered through the quartz that it is im- 
possible to sppt» grain together. iContinut 
grinding the ore till it is in the form of 
powder. This powder U hepped iotoa cone, 
which is divided into four parts,' of Which 
the sampler, takes two whose angles ar» 
opposite to one another. Mix these two 
parts thoroughly and again divide into 
lour; take two portions again, and eo on 
till a sample of convenient bulk is obtain- 
ed. By this logical method the sampl* 
yielded Is, on any ordinary calculation of 
probability, certain to represent accurately 
the original mass taken. 


A certain quantity of this sample is now 


weighed out, two equal amounts being 
taken as chocks upon each other. ?n« 
weighing may bo done in denominational 
values of either grams or assay tons. The 
essay ton is a most convenient inven- 
tion and is very simply explained. The 
ordinary ton contains 33,666.6 ounces; If, 
thou, we make a unit (an assay ton) weigh • 
Ing 32.6667 grams, each .001 of a gram 
will equid one ounce per ton. 
Thus, no 


calculation is needed at all to estimate Uw 
gold richness of an ore per ton. 


Sny we woigh out, then, two separata 


portions of the ore of one assay ton (A. T.) 
each. 'With each mix thoroughly bicarbon- 
ate of soda, litharge, borax, gloss and 
flour in varying proportions; when thor- 
oughly uniform in color empty the mix- 
tures in fire clay crucibles and screw on the 
top a thin layer of salt. Put on the lids ol 
the two crucibles and surround thorn with 
living coal, coke or burning vaporized 
benzollnoinacrucible furnace. The cruci- 
baes are heated ti}l the masses of ore and 
BULL'S are in u state of tranquil fusion — 
thai is, not bubbling or boiling. Thowhlti 
not aiid is than poured iuto Iron inoldi 
and allowed to cool. 


On wfjmination, after cooling, the fused 


masses will be found to consist of: (i)

In the ore. (3) A lead button, produced 
from the litharge, or lead oxide, originally 
uiised in the charge. 


This lead button contains all the silTOT 


•nd'gold in the ore. 
The heat of tho fur- 


nace drives off from the lead osido its oxy- 
gon, so that pure lead ia left; this, in vir- 
tue of its weight, percolates downward 
through the alajj during tho heating In 
tho furnace, collecting all tho gold and sil- 
ver presjnt, «ml, eventually forms a but- 
ton weighing, If ft proper amount of llout 
has been added originally, about 10 to 2C 
grains. The flour has the clToct of vary- 
ing tho sizo of load button produced a.c.4 
\s said to possess a reducing; action. 


Tha next step in the process is to get rid 


of the lead without also losing tbo gold 
and silver. This is done by i\n operation 
know n as otipellation. The cupel is a small 
round, bone ash cup, which is placed im & 
sort of llw clay tunnel with one end closoJ 
up, known ah a muffle. The mufflo is heat- 
»d from the outside, either by burying it 
with coals or by playing burning gas on 
every part of it. When Diie cupel has at- 
tained the hoat of the interior or r-ie icnf- 
fio, the lead button is placed in it and th« 
door of tho muffle shut, so as to procure 
tho greatest amount 
of hoaC possible. 


When the lead is seen to be melted and 
fuming, the muffle door is opened to admit 
the air, which is sucked in by tho intanss 
heat. 


Tho oxygen contained in tbo r.lr oxy- 


tiizos the lead into load oxiflo, nncl tho bon« 
»sh cupel absorbs lead oxiclo likoaspongo, 
but refuses fco absorb the gold end silver, 
*o thnt at length there is left in the cupel 
only a button of the two precious metals. 
It is to bo.supposod that two oro samples 
b-tve beau treated similarly both in the 
crucibles nnd cupels, but) for tho rake ol 
convenience it is better to explain the 
tjentnioiit of one only. The head of gold 
fnd silver obtained weighs, let us say, 
.0010 of a gram. This is noted down, 
The bead after wuigbing is Rattened out 
in a flatting mill, EO us to oxpastvas large 
a surface ns possible to tho nitric acid 
which Is then added to it. On heating the 
silver is dissolved, but, of course, tbe'golti 
Is untouched by tho action of any slngH 
acid. Tho remaining pure gold is treated 
with stronger odd, called "parting acid," 
to drlvo off any suspected trace o£ silver, 
and then washed with water. 


If tho "porting" of tho gold from th* 


silver has been successful, tho gold is left 
M, n thin, small sheet. From this ull mois- 
ture is driven off by heat. On weighing, 
tho gold, may be as heavy as .0007 of t 
gram.

The shad i» the kin* of American food 


filbert, -A* foou as winter i* fiirly gone 
this splendid creature appears in count- 
ies* myriads, and from Florida to Maine 
it furnishes one of the most valuable of 
the "karvects .of the sea." It may be 
considered an American fish, for the Eu- 
ropean *'o>aifisch," that resembles it on 
tic ether Bide, to far inferior to it The 
flesh of our shad is rich without being 
oily and has a flavor nnequaled even by 
the ulmon. Unimaginative science baa 
recognized thifT quality in the technical 
mame- given to it aad knows it as the Alo- 
sa sapidissima, the most toothsome alosa, 
and no one. who ba» .tasted a "planked" 
•bad will criticise thV title. 


The shad i%a member of the herring 


family, an immense tribe that includes 
th* sardines, the alewives, or "river her- 
rings," and many well known fishes, and, 
like them, it is a salt water fish. Little 
or nothing is known of its ocean life. 
The parts of the sea to which it resorts, 
the food it eats and its movements when 
in its true home have not been deter- 
mined, and it presents the strange anom- 
aly of a sea fish known only in fresh 
water. Like its. , kindred, it moves in 
great shoals, apd to this fact the family 
owe* its. name, for the word herring 
came to us from an old German term 
meaning army. . The movements of the 
shad seem to depend on, the temperature 
of the water, and ii late spring will delay 
their coming, very, materially. 


.Tne.annual.ruij'itt.to the. rivers Is solely 


for. .spawning, and they appear in almost 
regular nuc.c08si.Qii, according , to latitude, 
About' the'jiniddte qf November the "run 
commences Jo St. Johns river, in Florr 
Wa^siffd 'the first W second week in Jnn- 
narj finds, them "in the Savaimah and 
Edisto.' "Somewhat Utej they- enter the. 
streams of North Carolina, while April 
IB , nsuaily tha^-month -in- which,.-they,are 
most abundant in th«. Potomac. By the 
middle of M»y ibejhsve reached New 
Brunswick, and their season Is over. The 
time "th*y" stay :ln"fl*slt water "Varies, anfl 
itjMama ^»at. under, some -rdtcumsi;ances 
tbey,jn*y;,MiHi*lttifn the rivers' throughout 
the year, and occasionally one is taken in 
midyHnter,-.but -ar-a rule- they are found 
only In the spawning season. 


Sb*d were tortacrly.ver; abundant and 


went for long distances up the rivers in 
search of spawning 'grounds. The reck- 
loss-bnildms- of dams cut them off from 
the spawning beds and so .diminished 
their numbers until they seemed threat- 
ened 'with extinction, and the shallows 
on which the eggs are laid became clog- 
ged up by the sawdust and other refuse 
that a shortsighted public policy allows 
to be-thrown" into streams." The fear of 
the loss of- this.- important industry was 
one? Rf -th% causes ijiat.led to the estab- 
lishment of the United States commis- 
sion qf fish^and fisheries, and it is mainly 
by the efforts of this bureau that it has 
been.. restored, to its importance. 


This ha* been -effected by artificial cul- 


ture. The fish, commission has several 
stations situated on 'noted shad streams 
and a steamer, < the Fishhawk, that is 
practically a floating hatchery that fol- 
lows "the" fish, arid "in' these millions of 
young shad are hatched. The "ripe" fish 
are captured op the>.way to the spawning 
beds, aad the spawn is gently pressed or 
"stripped" into tin pans and fertilized by 
milt taken from the males by mixing 
eggs and "mill .together. The eggs are 
then put into the hatching jars, and then 
the fry develops. The jars are arranged 
BO that the water flows in through a 
tube that reaches nearly to the bottom 
»nd flows out through the top, the cur- 
rent keeping up a boiling motion in the 
mass ot eggs. All the dead eggs rise to 
the top and are carried off into the waste 
pipes, so that they are not dangerous to 
the living ones. The living eggs are 
heavier than the dead ones and stay ncnr 
the bottom, so the hatching jar sorts 
them out automatically. 


In from 3 to 15 days, according to the 


temperature of the water, the fry begin 
to hatch. A young shad is about one- 
third' of an inch long aud is almost trans- 
parent, and tp this invisibility it owes 
its escape from fenemles. As soon as it 
hatches the ,youug, fish rises to the top 
of the jar and is carried by the current 
of -water into -a large -collecting tank, 
where it stays until the whole lot is 
hatched. The fish commission .gftts abont 
98 per c^t»t-«f~f.ry from the «'ggs it pror 
cures, 'In'cluding unfertilized and dead 
eggs in the count. A pair of shad yield 
from 15,000 to 30.000 fertile eggs, so if 
bu^; two in this number reach adult age 
tin* "-number* will be maintained. 
This 


means that in nature only from 1-150 to 
1-75 of 1 per cent survive. 


A* soon as, possible after hatching is 


couipjCte ,the .young shad nre planted. 
TSe fish ^QDMnipsion cars are loaded with 
tanks filled with fry and dispatched to 
ihe- rivers t|into which the tiny fish are 
put^to rqnppear ^soroe four or five years 
later, as"'iiiie, luscious food. 
. Jlichly endowed by nature as is our Pa- 
cific const, one. valuable gift was missing. 
5-he-*shnd'is"not..i native of the Pacific, 
and soon after the fish commission was 
organized it was urged to try to intro- 
duce the fish into these new waters. No 
«meh feat Ijad been nt.tem.pted before, but 
t'rofflstor Baird, aided by Dr. Turletou 
H. ^Bean and Livingston Stone, finally 
succeeded in carrying the Atlantic fry 
across the continent and planted them in 
t^e Sftcratnertto, river. , Other plants 
have followed, and the fish' is now abun- 
dant from Mexico to Alaska. Had tho 
commission done nothing but this it 
would have more than paid for its cost. — 
Washipgton Star. „

HISTORIC DIAMONDS. 
THE BAMtOO FLUTE. 
PREACHED BY A BUND MAN.

Pliny said that in gems might be p*r- 


•eivad all the majesty of nature united in, 
email space. Epitomes of all that is most 
[verfect, these flowers of the rock add to 
iplendor of form and color the quality that 
tuott impresses tho imagination of finite 
uan. durability, while in virtue of their 
rarity they becoin« most truly precious- 
attributes all possessed in sovereign degree 
by the- diamond, tbo Greek adarnas, the 
"indomitable," the marvelous stone which 
nothing iu n»tare,«o the ancients believed, 
could Impress; which, placed on an anvil 
and struck with a hammer, as Martial and 
Lucretius record (an erroneous test, re- 
iponsible for tho loss of many fine atones), 
shivered the iron without being affected by 
the blow. 


Plato described this gem as a kind of

trable crystal of tho diamond incloses its 
atom of tbo universal spirit, together with 
all the vague mystical notions concerning 
the influence of, gems, the waning and re- 
juvenescence of the pearl, the opal, the 
turquoise, in accordance with the fortunes 
of their human owners, the prescriptions 
of tho ancient pharmacopoeia which admin- 
istered powders of topaz or of hyacinth for 
the cure of hypochondria or sleeplessness; 
the superstitions of astrological mineral- 
ogy, 
which assigned a stone to-each month 


and to each sign of the zodiac; Theo- 
pbrastus' division of gems into male and 
female, nnd the theories of Dioscorides, of 
Avloenna, of Albertus Magnus and of St. 
Thomas Aquinas—all these may be traced 
back to'their origin in that magnificent 
treasury of jewels, that dwelling -plao* of 
.mystery and-jnysticism, India, whose phi- 
losophers hold t&e cardinal principle that 
the souls of the erring might be impris- 
oned in the rock and servo outan incarna- 
tion in a gem.—Lippincott's Magazine.

n patron of boot stands for 30 years has 
learned something about shoes and hovv 
they should be cared for. 


"I do not buy the most expensive foot- 


wear, " hts said, "because I consider it to 
be a waste of money, but a pair of shoes 
will last me two years before they show a 
sign' of a break. They have to be reheeled 
-always and sometimes half Eoled, but the 
uppers are good generally when I get tired 
of them and throw them away. It is all a 
matter of supplying the leather with tho 
oil that is got from the, animal in a nat- 
ural way when it was hide and untanned. 
If you will remeajber, taunic acid is used 
on the hide in preparing it for commerce, 
and that is very drying. Indeed, leather 
in which too much of it has been used can 
never be made durable. It cracks and 
breaks in a little while. I am talking now 
of black shoes. I do not wear tans or 
greens. I am not so foolish as that. 


"Insist tilwaysthat your bootblack shall 


use a slight quantity of oil when giving 
you a shine. Rubbing.a little of it on with 
a rag will do. It sinks in readily, and, 
as it prepares the surface, you get a better 
and more lasting shine. Ko bootblack 
will do this unless you tell him, because 
the bootblack is about the most trifling 
human being that lives. It is his idea al- 
ways to get through the world with as lit- 
tle trouble as possible to him. He has an 
easy and lucrative way of making a liv- 
ing, 
and ho does not propose to change it 


in any way unless you make him. 


"After the oil and blacking have been 


put on seo that the final polishing is done 
with a piece of canton flannel. Brushes 
have » tendency to roughen the leather, 
and tho cloth works tho oil into tho shoe 
more perfectly. A shine of this kind ob- 
tained from a competent man will last 
two days and look well at the end of tho 
second day in dry weather."—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

•who lives at the corner of Wood and Su- 
perior streets, was born in Wiltshire, Eng- 
land, in 1S23, and has some interesting 
memories of Charles Dickens. Mr- Junes 
was employed in a brickyard where Dick- 
ens was i« tho habit of stopping on his 
tours of observation, and the boy with 
whom be talked longer and more fre- 
quently than with any one else in the 
place remembers him now in his years of 
threescore and ten with an adoring re- 
gard. 


"Charles Dickens was the kindest man 


that ever lived in England, and I believe 
no kinder man ever lived in the-whole 
world,'' said Mr. Joces. "He bad a kind 
and pleasant word for everyone, but more 
especially, I think, for boys. Why for boys? 
Oh, because of bis own neglected child- 
hood. You know it is said that tbo early 
history of David Copperfleld is the story of 
his own youthful days. I know he always 
spoko to boys whenever he would come, 
into contact with them. lie bad a way of 
laying bis hand on a boy's shoulder and 
of looking into his eyes and saying, 'Well, 
iuy little man, how are yon?' that made 
tho boy remember it as long as he lived. 
Yes. I have bad the master's hand on my 
shoulder many a tirna It made me proud 
then to be noticed by him, but I was moro 
impressed with his kindness and goodness 
than his greatness.

Letter from State Board. 


The Portsmouth board of health re- 


ceived an official communication irom 
Secretary Irving A. Watson of tha state 
hoard of health ou Wednesday even- 
ing, the Gth iuEt, announcing tue exist- 
ence of small pox iu Manchester, and 
advising that the Portsmouth board 
keep a careful watch for the disease, for 
the reason especially, that, owing to 
the objsc.ion of some of the people to 
vaccination and the fear of isolation, 
soma are likely to leave Manchester for 
other manufacturing centers—indeed, 
one or two instances of the kind are 
already known. 


Continues the letter: "Owinf? to the 


mild type of the disease everywhere, 
we would suggest that you ask the phy- 
sicians of your city to report every case 
of eruptive disease, simulating chicken 
pox or small pox, aud to have the diag- 
nosis venSed beyond question." 


On Wednesday morning there were 


three cases iu the small pox hospital, 
with one reported case tlie diagnosis of 
which had not been verified at the time 
the communication was written. Those 
were all the cases known to exist in 
Manchester at that time.
